to object- 
Similarly, the Republican 


leaders who know that the future of 
the party at the next congressional 
elections a year hence depends upon j 
the kind of taxes imposed are now put 
upon their mettle to frame a better 
tax program if they can.

Another reason why there 
hs been no lowering of prices is be- 
cause few if any hotels have made 
any reduction in the salaries of their 
employes since the war. Tourists pay 
the sams rates as commercial men, 
and the rates are posted in each room 
as required by law.

Mr. Conway gave still another reas- 


on why hotel rates cannot go back to 
former prices and that is because the 
traveling public demands better ac- 
com m odatio n s. 
"It is not a question of how cheap 


we can keep people," said Mr. Ccnway, 
"but how good accommodation we can 
give them for a reasonable pric^. The 
traveling public is becoming more ex- 
acting each year and as a rule the

priced rooms are the first to be taken 
thereby showing that people are wil- 
ling to pay the price." 


George F. Werner, general secre- 


tary. said the rates at the Y. M. C. A.

A NEW PHASE OF THE BRIDGE 


PROBLEM 


At an informal meeting of the city plan- 


ning commission 
Monday evening, Mr. 


John Conway introduced something of a 
surprise when he informed those present 
of the existence of a state law which gives 
the State Highway department the right 
to delect sites and build bridges in muni- 
cipalities 
of the state, 
provided said 


bridges axe more than 475 feet in length 
and axe petitioned for by the city coun- 
cil or county board and deemed necessary 
by the highway department. 


"We are not prepared to say whether ac- 


tion taken under the provisions of this 
law would prove the wise and ultimate 
solution of this perplexing problem now 
facing the city. We do not think that any 
individual or group of individuals are in 
a position to solve this problem without 
further information and im estigation than 
the public now has on the question. 


However, we do think that there are 


many features 
of this nevr proposition 


which should by all means, be given con- 
sideration and there are some of which 
cannot fail to commend themselves to ev- 
ery taxpayer in the city. In the first place, 
the law specifically states that one-third of 
the cost of the bridge or viaduct must be 
borne by the state, one-third by the county 
and the remaining one-third by the city. 
(There is also a provision for assessments 
agamst the railroads for the elimination of 
dangerous grade crossings, and in this case 
it is not 
unlikely that the 
bridge 


•would be located at point which would 
eliminate the dangerous crossings in 
the "flats" aud m the vicinity of the 
Lake street bridge. In the event that the 
structure was so located there is little 
doubt but what_a large portion of the cost 
would be assessed against the Wisconsin 
Traction. Light, Heat and Power com- 
pany, the St. Paul and the Northwestern 
railroads. 


The feature of cost is of course not the 


only important one. If this p*an is fol- 
lowed and a huge viaduct built in the vi- 
cinity of Lake street, it would be a 
most imposing structure.

The first step is for the council 10 petition 
the state highway department for a hear- 
ing to be held in our city to determine the 
need of a bridge. The highway departs 
nient will send an engineer here to pre- 
pare an estimate of the cost of the struc- 
ture.

The American people, used to the charge 


that their government is the victim of pet- 
ty politics, will be surprised at the display 
of the same kind of politics exhibited by 
Premier Lloyd George in the retaliatory 
measures he has taien to revenge himself 
upon the attacks of Lord Xorthcliffe and 
the Northcliffe press on his administra- 
tion, and particularly Lord Curzon.

Old Fashioned Satisfaction 


Statesmen of old used to 
resort 


quite freely to the dueling pistol" when 
they felt there was any 
danger of 


their shining honor becoming tarnish- 
ed. Thomas H. Benton, for 30 years 
senator from Missouri, was probably 
the most frequent participant in duels. 
This was due to his running a. paper 
in St. Louis called "The Missouri In- 
quirer" in which he set 
forth 
his 


views boldly and with no fear or fav- 
or. In one duel he killed his oppon- 
ent. 


Fiery Audrey Jackson was always 


in hot water of some kind, and took 
part in two duels. In one of them he 
killed Charles Dickinson, who was a 
dead shot with the pistol. Of this 
famous duel it is said that pickinson, 
to shake Jackson's nerves, entertained 
the party on the way to the dueling 
grounds by shooting birds out of trees, 
and making other exhibition of his 
remarkable ability with 
the 
pistol. 


Jackson, though, saved his own life 
in a curious way. He wore a coat of 
extra fullness on the left side, which 
deceived Dickinson. Dickinson's shot 
missed Jackson's heart, but hit Jack- 
son, although he gave no sign. Then 
Jackson shot Dickinson dead, and not 


even Jackson's seconds knew he wa» 
hit until they returned to the hostelry 
where he was putting up. On drawing 
off his left boot, it was found to be 
full of blood. Jackson wae maimed 
-for life from the shot. 


Jackson's other duel was with John 


Sevier, first governor of Tennessee, 
who was one of the prime movers in 
the formation of the proposed state of 
Franklin. 


One of Jackson's firmest 
political 


friends was Thomas H. Benton; who 
secured payment of the expenses of 
Jackson's men after they were ordered 
disbanded in Mississippi on their way 
to New Orleans. This friendship was 
terminated, 
though, 
when Jackson 


stood as a second against Jesse Ben- 
ton, 
a brother of Thomas. Later 


Jackson 
threatened to horsewhip 


Thomas Benton. The two Bentons and 
Jackson got into a brawl in a tavern, 
in which Jackson was shot twice and 
Jesse Benton badly stabbed. 


Perhaps the most famous duel of 


American history is that in which Al- 
exander Hamilton and Aaron 
Burr 


took part. Hamilton had been instru- 
mental several times in blocking the 
political ambitions of Burr, which the 
latter keenly resented. 
Finally, for 


some pretended or real Insult, Burr 
challenged Hamilton to mortal com- 
bat. 
Hamilton was seriously opposed 


to the dueling code, but/felt that if he 
refused to meet Burr he would be 
deemed a coward. 
When the men 


met, it is believed that Hamilton dis- 
charged his weapon in the air. Burr's 
shot struck Hamilton and Hamilton 
died from the wound the day after the 
duel.

Witt Clinton and 
Swartout 
settled 


their differences On the so-called field 
of honor. 
Gilley and Graves fought 


a duel. Gadwallader and Conway and 
General Mclntosh and Gwinnett, of 
he time Of the Revolution, took part 
n such affrays. 


Charles Lee. once second in com- 


mand to Washington, and formerly of 
he British Army, proved by history to 
>e a traitor to America, was wounded 
n duel by Colonel John Laurens, of 
Washington's staff. Lee disobeyed or- 
ders in failing to "hasten the retreat of 
us army across New Jersey, and was 
aptured by the British, but his ex- 
hange was effected because his per- 
idy was not known. Eventually he 
v-as relieved of his commission 
be- 


muse of an impudent letter he wrote 
o con&ress.

Henry Clay once forsook the fields 
f oratory and statesmanship to take 
art in a duel with John Randolph of 
Tirginia. It grew out of the contest 
or the presidency in 1824 when Clay 
•as one of four contenders, the others 
elng John Quincy Adams, Andrew 
ackson and William H. Crawford. No 
ne of the four had a majority of the 
lectoral votes, and the election was 
thrown into the house. As only the 
throe candidates ranking the highest 
are considered. Clay was automatical- 
ly out of it. He used hfe Influence for 
Adams, who was elected. Later Adams
